Campaigi To. Cut Speed - 
Due To Death Toll 


The state safety commission’s cur- 
rent campaign to reduce speeding 
has. been necessitated by the excess- 
ive number of deaths attributed to 
this form of reckles driving, accord- 
ing to Sgt. Harold Moore, command- 
ing officer of the Gaylord post of the 
Michigan State Police. 

Police agencies of the state are co- 
operating in the special emphasis 
program, which is part of a nation- 
wide effort being carried on during 
July and August under the auspices 
of the National Safety Council. 

“State Police records show there 
were 1,502 persons killed and 40,- 


scheduled |. 


892 injured in 140,172 traffic ac-. 


cidents in Michigan last year,” Sgt. 
Moore said. “Speed was the direct 
cause of one-third of the deaths and 
a contributory cause in mon of the 
others. 

“Contrary bos ieidesenead belief, 
Michigan does have a speed law ap-. 
plying to the open highway. The law 


does not set the limit at a specific | 


number of miles per hour, but it does. 
require that a car be driven no fast- 
er than is reasonable under existing 
conditions, such as the. weather, vis- 


ibility, volume of traffic, hour of the: 


day and similar factors. Sometimes 
that.could:- méan that 10 miles an 
hour is too fast. 

“We hope, through the preseut 
campaign, to develop voluntary co- 
operation on the part of. drivers: in 
driving safely and at a reasonable 
rate. The fast driver is not only risk- 
ing himself, but is.a’ danger to others. 
The time saved in speeding isn’t 
worth the risk, and certainly there 


is no justification to step on it just. 


for a thrill.”

Cow Need Some Hay : 
Though On Pasture 


Cows need hay while on pasture 
says W. W. Snyder, 
State College. 

At two times during the year the 
need for hay - is especially great: 
when pastures are short in hot sum- 
mer months, and when pastures are 
just coming in. 

Scanty pasture during August will 
mean lower milk production, Snyder 
advises. Feeding hay will hold up 
production. Heavy grain feeding will 
help but is expensive. 

‘The dairyman 
cows may graze a full eight hours on 
poor pasture trying to find enough to 


eat and yet only get one-half or one-| 
third filled. Small Jerseys will eat} - 
about 90 pounds and large Holsteins 


about 150. pounds. 

It pays to feed hay even when 
cows are on very good young pasture, 
Snyder says. Such pasture stimulates 
milk ‘production but is high in water 
and lower in dry matter. The hay will 
add dry matter and the cows will 
maintain their body weight. 

Many dairymen prefer to have a 
hay rack.near the barn where cows 


can eat all the hay they want. They. 


save the best hay for winter feeding 
and use the -poorer hay in these 
racks, 

Some dairymen make a hay rack 
or pile in the pasture and allow the 
eattle to eat what they want. Again 
the poorer quality hay is used and 
the better hay saved for winter feed- 
ing. 

Snyder says that good pasture and 


roughage will go a long way toward |

Northern Michigan’s 
Wild Life 


Did you ever go to the zoo to see 


the birds and beasts kept there for 
your entertainment? ‘Did you’ ever 
ask yourself the question why cities 
spend thousands of dollars to main- 
tain their zoos? 

Did you ever consider. how ae 
Northern Michigan’s 
wild life is to the thousands of tour- 
ists who visit us? ' This increase in 
wild life can be credited to the fire 
control and game protection of the 
Conservation Department. 

‘Through the efforts of the local 
Sportsman’s Club, East Jordan con- 
tributes rather more than its share of 
wild life attractions. The head of the 
lake is a natural breeding & feeding 
ground for water birds. Where else 
in the U. S. can you see, in such nat- 
ural surroundings, a flock of swan 
such as ours? Or a flock of 60 or 
more real Canadian geese? Plus the 
ducks, the bitterns, the herons, the 
cranes, martins, red-wings, etc. We 
should have some. deer in the park 
now that. the water is down and the 
deer yard isn’t all mud. 

Recently a fisherman from Lans- 
ing saw a bear on Monroe Creek. All 
over the. area cottagers see deer on 
in woods and fields. 
There are at least five blue heron 
above the highway in the head of the 
lake. Last winter a family of otter 


To counter this, the Conservation 
Dept. has opened various areas to 
deer hunting from Oct. 1st to Dec. 
10th, part of this time for bow and 
arrow only. Just how much this in- 
creased hunting pressure will affect 
the deer populedon remains to be 
seen. 

It would seem that a farmer who. 
owns considerable acreage of timber 
and deer cover, and who likes to see 
deer about, would be justified in 
posting his property against hunting 
— provided he didn’t hunt them him- 
self,

ADVISES PARENTS ON COMICS, 
MOVIES FOR CHILDREN 


‘Comic books and movies need care- 
ful community supervision and or- 


vice with this problem. 

- Suggestions to parents concerning 
the conflicting opinions about comic 
books and movies come from Doro- 
thy Ekern, Michigan State College 
home economist. 

Parents should know what types of 
movies their children see and what 
kind of comics they read. Authori- 
ties in the field of child development 
have pointed out that comics have 
certain values. So it isn’t necessary 
to forbid them but to see that your 
child gets the most desirable ones to 
read. 

Parents can introduce good liter- 
ature to children by reading aloud to 
them or telling them stories 
are from good literature. This will be 
more effective than constantly tell- 


material. 

Your child will see types of behav- 
ior on the screen and in comics 
which will ‘be strange to him and 
which may give him wrong ideas. 
Parents can talk to children about 
different types of behavior and ex- 
plain good and bad points. This will 
help the child develop a finer sense 
‘of values and encourage him to make 
his own discriminations well in years 
to come. 

One child may be more sensitive 
than another and may be frightened 
unduly by certain things which would 
not bother other children. Try to 
understand your child and know his 
interests and limitations. 
need especially careful supervision 
in the forms of entertainment to 
which he is exposed.

Lightning Kills Fish. 


Lightning, which hit the state fish 
hatchery building at Paris, also elec- 
trified two adjacent trout ponds and — 
is still killing fish, the conservation 


‘department’s fish division reports. © 


' About 100 trout have been remov- 
ed from the surface water so far, 
says Claude Lydell, superintendent 
of the Paris fish hatchery, with the 
skin of the fish in some cases peeling 
off prior to death. Disabled fish are 
observed with their tails protruding 
above. the water and. with definite 
stiffness of the posterior end. These 
trout can wiggle their bodies enough 
to get to the bottom of the pond. 
Eventually they cease wiggling, Ly- 
dell says, and again rise to the sur- 
face with their tails protruding above 
the water.

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Every Michigan incorporated mu- 


nicipality — city or village regard- 


less of its size — is eligible to get a 
share of federal rent subsidies and 
federal housing grants. 
This fact is emphasized by Gov- 
ernor G. Mennen Williams. 
Furthermore, the governor feels 
that since Michigan taxpayers pay 


more to the U. S. treasury then they } 


ever get back in federal spending, 
the Michigan community which does 
not “get its share” of public housing 
dollars will in effect be paying for 
something it does not receive. 


Governor Williams told newspaper 
editors at an Asociated Press meet- 
ing at the Higgins Lake conservation 
training school that Michigan could 
get as much as $500,000,000 —.a 
half billion dollars. 


This startling announcement .— so- 


it seemed to the Michigan Mirror 
factfinder — prompted an inquiry 
into what it was all about. In brief, 
here is what we learned at the gover- 
nor’s office: 

A 19383 special session act of the 


jlegislature permits any incorporated 


municipality to set up a public hous- 
ing authority. If the voters approve, 
the authority may issue bonds, build 
homes and rent them. So are the cit- 
ies of Detroit, Hamtramck, Ecorse, 
Saginaw, Pontiac and Flint have 
gone into the public housing business. 
Grand Rapids voters turned down the 
idea this summer. 


Governor Williams in March asked 
the state legislature to vote a $3,- 
000,000 bond issue as a revolving 
fund to help finance the city housing 
projects. 

Because the state constitution for- 
bids the tise of state money for in- 
ternal improvements, except in the 
case of highways, airports and water- 
ways, the idea was abandoned. 

The governor would like to submit 
a constitutional amendment in 1950 
to remove this prohibition for state 
aid to public housing. He also would 
like to see the 1933 act amended to 
include counties and townships as 
well as incorporated municipalities.

If its plans are approved by the 
federal housing administration( Ray- 
mond Foley is the U. 8. administrat- 
or), the ‘authority can apply for a 


federal advance of money. The au-- 
thority pays this back .to Uncle Sam 


when its tax-free bonds are issued 
and sold. 

i These municipal bonds are sup- 
‘ported by a federal rent subsidy as 
security for the bonds. This subsidy 
makes up the difference between 
housing rent on a COST. basis and 
actual rent on a BELOW COST bas- 
‘is. When the tenant’s personal in- 
come exceeds five times the annual 
rent, he is no longer eligible for sub- 
sidized rent in the municipal housing 


project. Likewise, the subsized rent 


must be 20 percent less than~COST 
irent in private housing. 

How much is all this going to cost 
the federal taxpayer? eh 

Quoting Foley: “The maximum 
possible total, with 810,000 units, 
comes to around $12,000,000,000 — 
{12 billion dollars).” The rent sub- 
sidies .are estimated by Foley to 
come around 7 billion dollars, spread 
over 30 to 40 years. 

Who pays the. cost of running the 
local housing authority? The admin- 
istrative overhead is covered by mon- 
ey obtained from bonds and rentals. 

How much-can Michigan get of 
‘the federal housing aid. Not more 
than 10 percent may go into any one 
state. - 


Farm housing benefits are also 


available. In fact, submarginal farms 


(those which are not-self supporting) 
may obtain an outright gift from the 
‘Great White Father. A fourth of a 
billion dollars has been set aside for 
housing loans to farmers who cannot 
get private loans. 

In 1929 the Federal government 
spent $1.3 billion on goods and ser- 
vices; $5.2 billion in 1989; $21 bil- 
lion in 1948, an estimated $28 billion 
in 1949. The 1950 spending will be 
close to $30 billion with a treasury 
cash deficit of $5 to $8 billion. 

Well, there it is: The public hous- 
ing program in a nutshell.

MONROE DOCTRINE: 
Pact Fuss 


John Foster Dulles, in his first 
speech as. U.S. senator appealed 
for ratification of the North Atlantic 
pact and rebuked Senator Robert 
A. Taft and others opposing it. 
Taft’s opposition was on 
grounds that the treaty commits 
the United States to re-arm its 
European signers. 


Dulles countered with the defense 
that the pact does not obligate this 
nation to enter any arms program 
which ‘isn’t defensible on its own 
merits.’ Dulles said that the treaty 
doesn’t. give any individual mem- 

-ber the right to get any particular 
thing from any other member. No 
particular member has any claim 
on any particular aid he averred. 
‘It does not require the United 
States to build each signer up so 
that it could defend itself alone 
Dulles said. 


ANOTHER FOE of the pact, Sen- 
ator Flanders of Vermont, wanted 
to extend the Monroe Doctrine in 
place of entering the pact. He said 
this nation would not be obligated 
in details any more than in the ori- 
ginal Monroe Doctrine. 


Flanders also objected to possible 
arms commitments to Europe if 
we signed the pact. He said that if 
vast arms shipments are made to 
Europe we don’t know what will 
happen to them in case of com- 
munist domination of nations bene- 
fitted. 


Senator Scott W. Lucas, the Dem- 
ocratic senate floor leader, said 
that the treaty imposes no legal 
obligation for an arms program, 
but added such a program is need- 
ed just the same. 


The Truman _ administration 
seeks a $1,130,000,000 program to 
rearm western Europe. 


ENGLAND: 
More Austerity 


Sir Stafford Cripps, chancellor of 
the exchequer, has placed a new 
‘austerity program before the 
British people. He announced that 
Britain will reduce her spending in 
the United States and Canada by 
$400,000,000, or one-fourth, in the 
current fiscal year. 


THE BRITISH financial situation 
is more serious than Secretary of 


State Acheson has made it appear.. 


‘However, it is not insoluble. British 
difficulties cannot be attributed to 
the American slump. The British 
will benefit from declining prices 
here of raw materials and food. 
‘Inflated war prices are blamed for 
‘the rapid consumption of Ameri- 
‘ca’s 1946 loan to England. -

STRIKE RESPITE: 


Steel Accepts Plan 


The steel industry’s biggest cor- | 


porations accepted President Tru- 
man’s 60-day peace plan under 
protest, thus averting a nation-wide 
steel strike. The fact-finding board, 
appointed -by the president. will 
study the dispute over a .fourth 
round of postwar wage increases 
and pensions and group insurance 
—and will make recommendations. 


The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion had asked President Truman 
to alter his terms for a peace pro- 
posal with the United Steelworkers, 
as a steel strike deadline rushed 
closer. 


The corporation demanded that 
the president’s proposed fact-find- 
ing board be given no power to 
suggest a settlement. 

The union threatened to strike 
against four companies — U. S. 
Steel, Bethlehem, Republic and In- 


land. These firms are against any. 


fact-finding boards outside the Taft- 
Hartley act. 


Phillip Murray’s big steel union 
agreed to a 60-day postponement 
of the walkout at companies which 
agreed with the president’s propos- 
al. The Taft - Hartley act provides 
for an inquiry board with no power 
to make recommendations. - 


Earlier, Rep. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Jr. (D., N. Y.) flayed Ben- 
jamin Fairless of United States 
Steel in a speech before the United 
Automobile Workers in Milwaukee 
for not acceding to the president’s 
proposal. 


“Y ARDSTICK” 


A “yardstick”? for measuring the 


growth of cancer has been reported | 


discovered. a 

A simple, quick and inexpensive 
method of gauging the growth or 
decline of a cancer was reported 
by Doctors Phillip West and Jessa- 
mine Hilliard of the medical school 
at the University of California. 


The technique is based on an 
analysis of blood compounds and 
will measure the effectiveness of 
curative treatments. It is not a 
cure itself, nor is it a test for the 
presence of cancer. ,

“Political reasons’’ lead 
some people to want depression, he’ 
said. He added that depression can 
be avoided. 


He blamed “selfish interests’? for 
the tax cut that congress . passed 
over his veto and for the denial of 
anti-inflation curbs he requested. 

HE FEARED a third great blund- 
er and warned that ‘“‘to slash gov- 
ernment expenditures now would 


add to the downward trend.’ He |§ 


defended his $42,000,000,000 budget 
for government spending the next 
12 months. * 

He said, “If we follow the wrong 
budget policy at this time and 
slash our expenditures, we wil] de- 


crease employment, cut down in- |& 


vestment, weaken our defenses, 
and injure our efforts for peace.” 

His speech was seen as a move- 
ment to line up popular support 
for a showdown fight with the econ- 
omy bloc in congress which is 
-demanding that government spend- 
ing be cut to income. 


He criticized those who say we 
are in a depression. 


“Many of these persons for politi- 
cal reasons would like to have a 
depression,’’ he said. ‘‘Others are 
saying that there is nothing to 
worry about and an. increase of 
the number looking for work is a 
good thing: This attitude ignores 
the human suffering . . .’’
